ACE with Germany has come. An inglorious peace, it may 
seem—a peace which exacts rights, but acknowledges no 


obligations. We take what we can from the vanquished people 
and return homeward, satisfied that a shrewd bargain has been5 
made. The treaty wouid undoubtedly please those departed, 
Americans whose actions in other generations gave so distinct a j 
flavor to ihe Yankee trader in the imagination of the world., 
The compact with Germany L> old-style Yankee peace.

Yet it is in harmony with the record. So far as American' 


notes to the German Imperial government and the declaration 
of war give evidence, our purposes in entering the conliict wero, 
sufficiently fulfilled in the peace which has been obtained. It i.->" 
easy to confuse the record. The parsing mood of exaltation 
came after April, 1937. Then it >eemed a holy war, spiritual 
crusade of free peoples aroused finally to destroy the over- 
weening power of an arrogant autocracy which would enslave 
them. The struggle for the time took on religious qualities. Mr. i 
Wilson's splendid phrases seemed to intoxicate the nation. 
People forgot themselves and dreamed high dreams. 
Many 


were deceived. They imagined that the impulses which swept 
them forward were permanent motives. They forgot the pre-' 
cise occasion of the war. 
Human nature seemed better and 


more generous. Justice, liberty, a war in behalf of peace, were' 
ideals fit to die for. Men fancied we would live permanently by. 
them. The peace treaty shows that it was a mistake, an 
egregious mistake. 
. 


The historian who keeps to the decisive state papers may. 


avoid such misconceptions. 
He will discover that the world- 


war, so far as United States was officially concerned, differed' 
only in magnitude from other humdrum struggles. 
He will- 


• find that Germany's submarine policy interfered with our rights 
J 


upon the seas and that we went to war in defense of those' 
rights. The Lansing note of April 18, 1916, following the sink-' 
ing of the Sussex, gives the key. 
Germany was then told that 


if it "should not now immediately declare and effect an aban-' 
donment of its present methods of submarine warfare against 
passenger and freight carrying vessels," the United States 
would sever diplomatic relations. 
j 


The Berlin government found an ambiguous way out of the' 


difficulty for the time. The next winter a new submarine cam- 
paign was announced, and after vain protests the United States, 
entered the war. In his address on the eve of the declaration of 
war President Wilson did sound the call to arms in behalf of 
right and liberty and justice and peace, but not a trace of such 
objectives is to be found in the joint resolution of congress. 
That document simply stated that the recent acts of the Ger- 
man imperial government were acts of war against the people of 
the United States, and that therefore the President was em-. 
powered to employ all the resources of the country to earn- the • 
war against Germany and to bring the conflict to a successful; 
conclusion. 
j 


The naked fact is that the United States fought to pre-' 


serve a definite maritime right, and that the complete collapse, 
of Germany and Austria-Hungary made unexpected 
oppor-' 


tunities available. Other governments, however, also entered, 
the war for causes as precise as those recited in American, 
state papers, and their subsequent history has been different.1 
England took part in the war because of the obligation in- 
curred in the treaty of 1839 to preserve the integrity of Bel- 
gium. France was actuated by her treaty with Russia. Japan 
bad covenanted to stand by Britain. None of these powers,' 
despite the tempests of hatred engendered by German wanton-! 
ness in Belgium and France, has negotiated a treaty so poor in 
spirit as that signed now by Germany and the United States. • 
In France and Britain men also uttered brave words for noble 
ends, and millions died to make good their faith. 
With them' 


it became, in fact, a war against war, and their countrymen are 
willing even now to sacrifice to preserve that faith. Not so with 
the United States. 
i 


The young Americans who kept their rendezvous with1 


death believing that they were giving their lives in order that 
others might be saved from the horrors they were facing were 
misled. They took war propaganda too seriously. Such is" the 
conclusion which logically follows from the German treaty. Or 
it may be that our mood is different and meaner now. 
We 


have forgotten, the thrilling generosity of common sacrifice in a 
great enterprise. We are Yankee traders. There are reasons 
enough to account for our present attitude and for the contrast 
of the behavior of our former associates. With our opportunity 
they might be no better than we. Europe cannot afford another 
war. 
Self preservation demands that peoples who suffered the 


losses endured by Britain, France, and Italy should act together' 
to prevent other wars. The United States lost less and gamed 
] 


more. We are not under the same compulsion to act wisely. 
So we have a Yankee peace.
